THE CAUSE OF THE DECAY OF 
LEATHER BOOKBINDINGS. 


Few subjects have engaged the attention of 
the booklover, the librarian and the book- 
seller so much and so long as the care of 
leather bookbindings. For nearly four hun- 
dred years—at any rate, ever since the time 
Richard de Bury’s “Philobiblon” was pub- 
lished, in 1473—every writer on the subject 
of books has devoted more or less space to 
the discussion of the care of bound bcoks, 
until the literature bearing directly on the 
subject has become quite a considerable one. 
From time to time, especially during the lat- 
ter half of the last century, complaints be- 
came more frequent of the deterioration and 
decay of books bound in leather. Minute study 
was made of the enemies of books by William 
Blades, Dr. H. A. Hagen and others, until 
many of the causes of the decay of book- 
bindings had been located, classified and pro- 
visions made either for the extermination of 
the pests that directly infected the books, or 
for the avoidance and amelioration, so far as 
possible, of the conditions that more or less 
insiduously influenced leather, such as heat, 
damp, gas, smoke, dust, etc. Still, leather 
bindings rotted or were reduced to powder at 
such an alarming rate that in some libraries 
leather was tabooed altogether, and recourse 
was had to pigskin, duck and buckram, all 
more or less unsatisfactory substitutes for 
leather. At last it dawned upon those who 
made a study of the subject that leather in 








itself had not outlived its usefulness, but that 
it had become unfit for use as material for 
binding books because the life had been taken 
out of it by the tanner, A long step had been 
taken in the direction of securing better bound 
books when this discovery was made, because 
it was possible to guard against certain dis- 
tinct types of leather that suffered most in the 
process of manufacture and dyeing. However, 
both bookbinder and booklover were more or 
less at the mercy of the leather dealer who, it 
new appears, was himself also much in the 
dark as to the quality of his stock. 

It will therefore be good news to all con- 
cerned in the matter that a committee of Eng- 
lish librarians, bookbinders, leather mer- 
chants, chemists, and others acquainted with 
the subject. under the auspices of the So- 
ciety of Arts, has been carrying out a series 
of experiments and investigations to discover, 
if possible, the cause of the lack of strength 
and durability in modern bookbinding leath- 
ers. In the report of the Committee on 
Leather for Bookbinding, which is incorporated 
in the “Journal of the Society of Arts,” dated 
July 5, 1901, the most serious allegations 
brought by the committee against the tanner, 
according to the London Publishers’ Circular, 


“seems to be the unsuitability of certain mod- 
ern scientific tanning agents, which make 
leather quickly—much more quickly than the 
old-fashioned agents—but ‘soon ripe soon rot- 
ten.’ The use of certain mineral acids in the 
dyeing operation are said to hasten decay, as 
well as ‘excessive shaving, straining, emboss- 
ing, and glazing.” The committee urge, as 
proving their contention, that many of the 
older leathers which have had little of the 
finisher’s art bestowed upon them are in a 
good state of preservation, although the 
books ‘have been kept under precisely the 
same conditions as modern bindings, which 
are absolutely rotten.’ 

“The alarming statement is made that a 
book bound in Persian morocco or Persian 
sheep shows signs of decay in less than 
twelve months, and the Committee unhesi- 
tatingly advises in all contracts for binding 
that the use of East India tanned goat or 
sheep should be absolutely forbidden. 

“It must have been somewhat humiliating 
for the Leather Trades Review, the organ for 
the United Kingdom of the International 
Leather Trades’ Chemists Association, to ad- 
mit that it was left to a Committee of Libra- 
rians to discover that leather tanned with the 
catechol series of tanning agents, which in- 
clude gambier, larch, quebracho, hemlock and 
turwar bark is particularly prone to decay. 
The importance of this may be gauged when 
it is remembered that millions of Indian sheep 
and goat skins which come over to England 
in the tanned state, and are finished and sold 
largely for book bindings, are ‘tanned with 
this suspicious agent.’ The Committee are 
most emphatic on this point, as they say: 
‘For cheap bookbinding purposes this leather 
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has been most extensively used, and in all 
their numerous investigations no leather has 
proved so inferior in resistance to decay as 
the re-tanned so-called Persian.’ Morocco 
goatskin leather originally came from Mo- 
rocco, hence its name; but most of the Per- 
sian goat morocco appears to be Indian sheep. 

“Not content with telling the tanners how 
they should not tan leather, the Committee 
have happily been able to teach them how 
they should do it, and the Leather Trades 
Review, in acknowledging this, says: ‘It is 
extremely useful to the leather manufacturer 
to find from the report referred to that the 
pyrogallol class of tannins, which include 
myrabolas and sumach, have been proved to 
yield leathers much more resistant to decay 
than the catechol series, and as they (the 
Committee) strongly recommend pure su- 
mach as the ideal tannage for bookbinding 
leather, it looks as if any change of methods 
will present little in the way of practical dif- 
ficulty, as fortunately this tanning agent is 
cheap and its use well understood. It was 
understood by the Moors hundreds of years 
ago.” 


The Committee also satisfied themselves 


that it is possible to test any leather in such 
a way as to guarantee its suitability for book- 
binding, though they have not yet decided as 
to the desirability of establishing a formal or 
official standard. We trust the matter will 
become one of international concern, and that 
steps will be taken in every country, especially 
in those sections where hides are cured and 
tanned, to guard against the methods that have 
been practiced so long in the making of 
leathers for bookbinding purposes, to the in- 
jury of those concerned in the sale and pres- 
ervation of books, and that have in some 
cases even threatened the destruction of price- 
less and unique literary treasures. 


DEFECTS IN MODERN PRINTING. 


THeEoporE L, De VINNE, a few years ago, 
writing to The Inland Printer, advised print- 
ers to “Print the reading matter blacker. I 
would like,” said he, “to shout this cry into 
the ears of almost every printer nowadays.” 
In a recent issue The /nland Printer, refer- 
ring to this, says: “Mr. De Vinne is right, 
and so was Houghton, of Cambridge. It is 
high time that semi-invisible typewriting were 
utterly abandoned, or every man, woman and 
child will be spectacled and finally blinded, 
and oculists and opticians will become rich 
as Croesus, while mankind generally—the civ- 
ilized part—will eventually grope about with 
walking-sticks. Typesetting machines are 
abominable, with their light faces and white 
gaps between words, especially in the smaller 
sizes of letter—making a newspaper look as 
if it were half snowed under. They are cheap 
and nasty. The art preservative of arts, in a 
hundred years hence, will have lost this proud 
characteristic, as almost all of the present- 
day printing will have become faded out of 
sight, clean gone, obliterated, lost!” 


WHAT THE AMERICAN BOOKSELL- 
ERS’ ASSOCIATION HOPES TO 
ACCOMPLISH, 


THE first dinner of the season given by the 
Booksellers’ League, on the evening of the 
Ith inst., at the Aldine Association, was re- 
markably well attended, considering that a 
number of the members are still away on va- 
cation. In the absence of both president and 
vice-president, Mr. Cass Richardson, chair- 
man of the Entertainment Committee, 


pre- 
sided. 

After the cloth had been removed Mr. J. 
W. Nichols. the secretary of the American 
Booksellers’ Association, who had been in- 


vited to address the League on the subject

Hopes to Accomplish,” read the following 
paper : 

. . . What does the American Booksellers’ 
Association hope to accomplish? 

In a word, we hope to restore the general 
trade of publishing and selling books to an 
honorable and profitable calling. 

Perhaps some one may ask, is not our call- 
ing both honorable and profitable? Alas! I 
regret to say, in recent years, it has been 
growing less so in either respect. 

Some five years ago I had just published a 
special book. Indeed, at that time all of my 
resources were invested in publishing enter- 
prises. I was calling on a friend at his law 
ofhce, in a neighboring State. My frien: was 
at that time Governor of his State. He has 
since been a member of the President’s cabi- 
net. I met him on a common social plane, 
for we are members of the same Greek letter 
fraternity. 

In speaking of my business, the Governor 
asked: “Is not the publishing business a pe- 
culiar or rather questionable business ?” 

Considering the fact that I had fitted my- 
self, in a measure, for the practice of law, on 
leaving college, and before entering the book 
business, I need not tell you that my friend’s 
words stung me to the quick. I did not re- 
buke him for what at first seemed a foul as- 
persion, for I knew by his sincere manner 
that he must have had some reason for think- 
ing so. I began to consider thoughtfully what 
could have led the gentleman to form such an 
opinion. 

Naturally I considered first the subscription 
book business, for it is in that branch of the 
business that most of my life’s work has been 
done. There are some works so expensive 
to produce and of such character that they 
can be published and sold successfully only 
by subscription. 

I recalled the masterly productions brought 
out by the Scribners, the Appletons, the 
Century Company, the Johnsons, and the 
splendid sets of standard American authors 
issued by Messrs. Houghton, Mifflin & Co., 
and by other estimable and conscientious pub- 
lishers. Some of these works have required 
the expenditure of a quarter of a million, half 
a million, and in some cases perhaps nearly 
a million dollars, for literary production and 
to prepare the plates, not including the addi- 
tional cost for fine paper, superior printing 
and splendid bindings. 
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I further considered the minor publishers, 
who have brought out more popular books of 
real value for the people for whom they were 
intended—books that have been carried by 
faithful canvassers into homes remote from 
city and town, where, had they not gone, the 
home libraries would have been limited to the 
family Bible and the county newspaper. Con- 
sidering the splendid educational work 
wrought by these enterprises, I thought surely 
this is an honorable business! There is noth- 
“peculiar or questionable” in this business! 

But when I considered that a number of 
new firms had more recently entered the busi- 
ness, persons or firms without sufficient repu- 
tation or standing to secure consideration for 
their publications; when I considered that 
these firms were publishing, under new title- 
pages, old books that were no longer salable 
through the usual channels; when I saw these 
firms republishing sets of books that were 
out of date and that had served their days of 
usefulness; when I saw these firms hastily 
compiling cheap publications intented to “sell” 
their patrons in the worst sense of the word; 
when I saw them foisting their publications 
on the public as the special enterprise of prom- 
inent local papers throughout the country, 
thus borrowing the well-earned reputation of 
the local press, and widely misrepresenting 
the character of their publications in the col- 
umns of these papers; when I saw them form- 
ing special subscription clubs in the names of 
prominent local merchants, “introductory 
clubs” limited always to the largest number 
that the publishers could possibly hope to 
seil; when I saw these books advertised at 
“specially low introductory prices for a lim- 
ited time only”—prices which in many cases 
were really in excess of the prices at which 
the books were published originally by rep- 
utable publishers; indeed, when I considered 
all of these evils that had crept into the sub- 
scription book business under the guise of 
“up-to-date methods,’ I knew that sales made 
in this way were sure to prove unsatisfactory 
to the purchasers, and to bring the trade of 
publishing and selling books by subscription 
into ill repute; then I knew that the point 
made by my lawyer friend was well taken, 
and that he had good reason for thinking the 
publishing business “peculiar and rather ques- 
tionable.” 

But my friend’s judgment was not founded 
upon his observations of the subscription- 
hook business alone. He saw our most dis- 
tinguished publishers, firms of national and 
even world-wide reputation, issuing books and 
advertising them in the popular periodicals at 
$1.50 a volume. Their confiding patrons, not 
always finding these new books in local book 
stores, would order them directly from the 
publishers, enclosing a check for the ful! list 
price. Later they would come to town for a 
season of shopping, and find precisely the 
same books on sale in dry goods stores for 
$1.10, or 95 cents, and on “bargain days” for 
79 cents. You have met this experience, gen- 
tlemen; you know the sort of feeling it stirs 
up in one’s breast. One can’t help feeling 
that he has been cheated and duped into pay- 
ing two prices for the book. and he holds the 
publishers responsible for cheating him. 





Now, in the first place, the book was not 
worth $1.50. In the second place, it was ab- 
solutely impossible for the dealer to sell it at 
79 cents and afford a living profit to author, 
publisher and dealer. As a matter of fact, 
the dry goods merchant was selling the book 
for less than it actually cost him, charging 
the loss to advertising account. In other 
words, he was building up a reputation for 
having the cheapest store in the city at which 
to buy good goods, while he was robbing 
reputable publishers of reputations that had 
been built up by generations of fair and hon- 
orable dealing. 

Under these circumstances, gentlemen, is it 
any wonder that we see the great houses of 
Scribner. Appleton, Harper, Houghton, Put- 
nain, Dutton, and other leading publishers, 
firms with great names, the established “good 
will” of which among their patrons is of more 
value than the entire cash capital they have 
invested in their business, standing shoulder 
to shoulder in a concerted effort to restore 
the book trade to an honorable and proper 
basis? The founders of these great houses 
were guided by that safe but homely old 
maxim, “Honesty is the best policy,” if indeed 
they were not inspired with higher ethical mo- 
tives. They builded well the business which 
for generations has been a fitting monument 
to their names; and the present generation 
cannot afford to allow those names to be tar- 
nished, even to gratify the ambition or greed 
of a princely merchant. 

But the fair name and honor of the pub- 
lishing fraternity is not alone sullied by these 
evil practices. From booksellers throughout 
this broad land comes the sad lament that 
they are allowed by the publishers to adver- 
tise and sell books at prices established by the 
publishers, only to be confronted by their 
friends and patrons with evidence that they 
can buy the same books, through mail-order 
agencies and other price-cutters, for little 
more than half what they have paid the hook- 
sellers for them—often for less than the local 
booksellers themselves actually paid the pub- 
lishers for them. 

This strikes us deeply, gentlemen. It 
touches our manhood, our honor, which 
should be the strength and virility of every 
business man. But more than this, it turns 
the trade into other channels and robs it of 
its legitimate profit, by which alone it can be 
sustained. 

You, who have to do with the wholesale de- 
partments of publishers, have seen the trade 
vanishing. The 3000 booksellers on whom 
we depended twenty years ago have dwindled 
to about one-fourth that number. Men who, 
like yourselves, fitted themselves for this call- 
ing, which is perhaps more exacting in its 
requirements than any other line of merchan- 
dising, have been confronted with failure and 
utter ruin, or they have been compelled to 
turn aside into more profitable fields. 

It is for this reason that the booksellers, 
who still continue in the business, have united 
in the American Booksellers’ Association, to 
co-operate with the American Publishers’ As- 
sociation in restoring the general trade of pub- 
lishing and selling books, to an honorable and 
profitable calling. 
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_ The substance of the publishers’ agreement 
is that they will publish all of their new copy- 
righted books, with certain exceptions, under 
the net-price system; that they will cut off the 
supply of all of their books, net, copyrighted 
and otherwise, to any dealer who fails to 
maintain the established net prices. Public 
libraries alone are to be allowed a discount 
ot 10 per cent, on net books. 

Fiction is made optional for the present, 
with the understanding that it shall be grad- 
ually included, as rapidly as may be practic- 
able, until practically all new copyrighted 
trade books shall be sold at the publishers’ 
list prices. 

As an additional protection to the trade, the 
publishers agree, in sending a net book to a 
retail customer, outside of the city in which 
they are doing business, to add the postage or 
express charges to the net price. 

A book once published under the net-price 
system must be so maintained for at least one 
year after publication. At the option of the 
publisher it may be so maintained during the 
life of the copyright. 

The members of the American Booksellers’ 
Association .agree on their part to push with 
energy the sale of all books published «under 
the net-price system; and not to buy, not to 
put in stock, nor to offer for sale the books 
of any publisher who declines to co-operate 
with us for the maintenance of net prices. 

This, our first reform resolution, was pro- 
posed at our first annual convention. It was 
framed by our Executive Committee, with 
suitable provisions for carrying it into effect; 
and it was then submitted to our Advisory 
Board for final revision and correction. It 
was adopted by more than the requisite two- 
thirds of our Advisory Board, and it is now 
in the hands of our members for final ratifi- 
cation and adoption. It will probably receive 
the requisite two-thirds vote and go into ef- 
fect within about three weeks. 

As you may well imagine, we have met all 
sorts of objections since we undertook this 
reform. We have been told that it was im- 
practicable, and numberless “insurmountable 
obstacles” have been suggested. But, being a 
native born Yankee, I know of no such ob- 
stacles. I pin my faith in the ultimate success 
of this undertaking to the fact that it is ab- 
solutely necessary for the success and welfare 
of all publishers and booksellers alike. A\l- 
most without exception the publishers and the 
booksellers want to have prices maintained; 
then why in the name of all reason should 
not the prices be maintained ? 

The bookbuying public have never gone on 
a strike and refused to buy books and pay 
what they are worth. On the contrary, many 
book collectors are pleased to regard them- 
selves as patrons of literature. They are lib- 
eral buyers of books, and they are willing and 
anxious that authors, publishers and dealers 
should make a good living profit, to the end 
that more and better books mav be written, 
manufactured and sold. The most that the 
bookbuyer wants is to buy at as low a price 
as any one else. No one likes to feel that he 
has paid more than a thing is worth, or more 
than others paid for it. 

We are all familiar with the economic law 
of supply and demand, by which it is thought 
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best to regulate the price and sale of the nec- 
essaries of life and of manufactured staples. 
But for a long time men have recognized that 
books cannot be produced in that way. The 
framers of our Federal Constitution provided 
for a copyright law, and Congress promptly 
enacted copyright laws, which have since been 
revised and improved. Indeed, this has been 
and is the established policy of all civilized 
nations. The object of copyright laws is to 
foster intellectual and literary development. 
But of what avail are copyright laws to au- 
thors, if booksellers, upon whom authors and 
their publishers must depend for the sale of 
their books, are to be driven out of business? 
It is not so important that an author should 
receive a high rate of royalty, as that his pub- 
lisher should have a well-organized distribut- 
ing agency, with book stores in every city, 
town and village, to buy the book and to put 
it on sale. Thus it is of supreme importance 
to authors and to their publishers that the 
retail bookseller should be sustained. But 
more than this, the great reading public have 
a right to demand that there shall be book 
stores in every city, town and village—stores 
within reasonable distance, where bookbuyers 
may step in at their leisure and make an in- 
telligent selection before purchasing, 

The waste or loss incurred by bookbuyers 
in ordering books at a distance, in response 
to the publishers’ advertisements, or through 
mail-order agencies, or on a hurried shopping 
expedition to a neighboring city, makes the 
books ore really values cost much more than 
they would if the buyers were given an op- 
portunity to make intelligent selections. At 
the same time the great majority of the peo- 
ple who would buy books under favorable cir- 
cumstances cannot afford to take the risk of 
buying books they have never seen. 

We do not object to having druggists make 
a reasonable profit on drugs and medicines, 
in return for the convenience of having apoth- 
ecaries near at hand. So it is rank folly to 
suppose that bookbuyers would object to pay- 
ing such reasonable prices for books as would 
afford a living profit to authors, publishers and 
dealers. 

Thus we find that the reading public, as 
well as authors, publishers and dealers, have a 
vital interest in sustaining the retail book- 
sellers: and it is a well-established principle 
in a republican form of government, that 
what the great majority of the people want, 
must and will prevail. 

Perhaps the question will naturally arise in 
vour minds, have not the book stores, that 
have abandoned the business, been replaced 
by dry goods stores and department stores, 
that now handle books? To this I must an- 
swer No! There are comparatively few de- 
partment stores that carry fairly representa- 
tive stocks of books. Many of them do not 
show a book stock except during the fall and 
holiday season. Then they put in a few of 
the most popular new copyrighted novels, that 
are being advertised and pushed at great ex- 
pense to the publishers. Many of them sell 
these books at comparatively small profit, and 
sometimes actually below cost. By this means 
they attract to their stores people who buy 
liberal quantities of non-copyrighted books at 
a very low price—books by standard authors, 
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that are published by firms until recently un- 
known to the trade—books that are printed 
on paper that would be despised by publishers 
of reputable newspapers—books that are care- 
lessty printed from faulty plates and bound in 
a cheap and faulty manner. The sale of such 
books destroys the market for the sale of bet- 
er made books. I need not direct your at- 
tention to the folly of publishers who allow 
their best books to’ be used in this way, to 
foster the sale of rival publications and to 
draw their customers away from those stores 
where full lines of their own valuable publi- 
cations are on sale—publications in which the 
chief part of their capital is invested. 

Somehow the impression has got abroad 
that department stores are radically opposed 
to the net-price system. This is not so. Some 
of our largest department stores are members 
of the American Booksellers’ Association. 
With two or three exceptions* all department 
stores are co-operating with the Publishers’ 
Association in the maintenance of the new 
system. The managers of the book depart- 
ments of some of the largest department 
stores in this city have told me that they 
would be glad to get full prices if they were 
not compelled to cut prices to meet competi- 
tion. They are required to show a profit on 
books in order to maintain their departments. 

lf it is true that the managers of two or 
three department stores are determined to 
defy the Publishers’ Association, and to. cut 
established prices, regardless of the interests 
of authors and publishers, of the reading pub- 
lic and of other dealers, I can only say that 
they are entirely outside of that code of ethics 
that governs Christian people in their inter- 
course with each other. If there is no law 
to restrain a man from sacrificing and de- 
stroving the vested interests of large classes 
of his fellow-men, I believe it is entirely with- 
in the genius of the American people to de- 
vise such a law and to enforce it. 

It has been said that some of the largest 
book jobbers are opposed to the net system, 
and that it cannot be maintained without their 
co-operation. It is said that they prefer to 
make the larger profits, based on the present 
factitious prices—profits that are entirely il- 
legitimate compared with the smaller profits 
that are made by their retail customers, who 
depend upon them for their supply. I do not 
believe that this is true. No jobber can af- 
ford to sell books to a large class of dealers 
who are not making a reasonable profit. The 
tisk of loss is too great. The losses would 
more than counter-balance the extra lypo- 
thetical profits made on factitious prices. If, 
however, it shall prove true that the great 
jobbers are unwilling to maintain the net- 
price system, we shall have to devise another 
distributing agency—one that can and will 
maintain the new system. I am pleased to 
say in this connection that the American 
News Company was among the first to join 
the American Publishers’ Association. It is 
also a member of the American Booksellers’ 
Association, and Mr, Farrelly, the president, 

*As we go to press word reaches us that W. V. 
Snyder & Co., of Newark, N. J., who persisted in

has given me positive assurances of his most 
cordial co-operation. I am also told that 
Messrs. Baker & Taylor, of New York, are 
heartily co-operating with the Publishers’ As- 
sociation. With the co-operation of these two 
powerful corporations, if others fall outside 
of our breastworks, their services can be dis- 
pensed with. 

Since the adoption of the net-price system 
by the American Publishers’ Association, a 
number of the publishers of special books, 
who are not members of the American Pub- 
lishers’ Association, have issued their books 
at net prices with short discounts. I do not 
wish to impugn the motives that actuated 
these gentlemen. They may have acted in 
good faith, but without sufficient information 
as to the requirements of the net-price sys- 
tem. But it should be distinctly understood 
by all dealers and publishers that a book can- 
not be issued under the net-price system by a 
publisher who is not a member of the Ameri- 
can Publishers’ Association, for the reason 
that no publisher, who is not a member of 
the Publishers’ Association, can enforce an 
adequate penalty for price-cutting. He can- 
not call upon the members of the American 
Publishers’ Association to cut off the supply 
of all of their books, net, copyrighted and 
otherwise, to dealers who cut the price of his 
book, for the reason that he has no claim 
upon them. Certainly the members of the 
American Publishers’ Association cannot be 
expected to protect the price of a book issued 
by a publisher who is unwilling to join their 
Association and to help defray its expenses. 

Unfortunately this has put a number of 
books into the field as net books, which are 
not published under the net-price system, and 
cannot be protected. If we sell these books 
at the full price, as net books, there is danger 
that they will be cut by a would-be price- 
cutter, as they may be cut with impunity. 
This would tend to discredit the net-price 
system in the mind of the public, and thus 
work us an injury. 

When the publishers of such books ask us 
to huy them and put them in stock, we should 
ask them to join the Publishers’ Association, 
so that they can publish their books properly 
under the net-price system, and fully protect 
us in securing the net prices. 

I notice from statements which I am receiv- 
ing from booksellers, that many of the pub- 
lishers of these special books are billing them 
to the trade at short discounts, ranging from 
25 per cent, to 20 per cent., I5 per cent., and 
in some cases as low as 10 per cent. With 
reference to this I wish to say that I do not 
believe there is a book store in the United 
States that is conducting its retail business 
with ‘an expense account less than 20 per cent. 
of its annual retail sales; indeed, it costs 
many of them 25 per cent. and more, when all 
items of expense are included, as many of the 
prominent members of our Association have 
demonstrated to me by formal statements of 
their own business. It is certain that a rea- 
sonably profitable retail business cannot be 
conducted with a discount !ess than 30 or 
33 1-3 per cent, from the net retail price. 
Under these circumstances, when a publisher 
asks us to buy his books and to sell them to 
our customers at half what it actually costs 
us to do the business—or even at the actual

cost of doing the business—it seems to me 
there is only one course open to us, namely, 
to refuse to buy his books. If any publisher 
thinks that we booksellers are not worthy 
our hire, then he is certainly not worthy of 
our patronage and support. 

You know when we buy a book at a very 
short discount, say 20 per cent., there is no 
certainty that we shall be able to get the full 
list price for it, unless it is published under 
the net-price system. It is in purchasing 
these special books that buyers are most likely 
to “shop around.” Some of our members 
have told me that they had been compelled to 
allow a discount of 10 per cent. on certain 
special publications on which they received a 
discount of only 20 per cent. from the pub- 
lishers. They said they were compelled to do 
this in order to hold their customers, as a IO 
per cent. discount had been offered by a com- 
petitor. My answer to this is, “Don’t hold 
your customer. Let him go to your com- 
petitor.” If your competitor only gets enough 
customers who are unwilling to pay him ac- 
tual cost of doing their business, he will soon 
come to grief. When the sheriff closes out 
his business your legacy will be a fair share of 
his best customers who are willing to trade 
on such terms as will yield a living profit. 

Thus far I have spoken to you as_ book- 
sellers who have proprietary interest in their 
business; but I have been given to understand 
that the majority of the members of the 
Booksellers’ League are employees of book-

sellers and publishers—practical men who do | 


the business and attend to details. However, 
your interests are, or they rightfully should 
be, precisely identical with those of your em- 
ployers. If you do not conduct a successful 
business—a business that will yield a reason- 
able profit to your employers—you can have 
no hope for personal advancement. 

[ assume that you are interested in the 
work undertaken by the American Booksell- 
ers’ Association, else you would not have in- 
vitec me to address you. If I am right in my 
inference, you will naturally ask, “What can 
we do to help the good work along?” My 
answer “Push the sale of net books.” 
Having done this, if in doubt what to do next, 
push the sale of net books. I want to ask 
everv bookseller and every bookseller’s clerk, 
not only in this city but throughout 
whole country, to push the sale of net books 
to the neglect of all other books. And, please 
remember, that by net books I do not mean 
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in years; for it is a well-known fact that th: 
retail book departments in many stores hav: 
long been kept afloat by profits made in other 
branches of the business. When you can 
show reasonably fair profits on your retail 
book business, at the end of the year, you can 
present a smiling face to your employers, | @ 
with confident hope of receiving further rec | 3 
ognition for your services. 

Mr. Nichols’s remarks were listened to with 
great attention, and were accentuated by fre 
quent bursts of applause.

bers. These are the men whose books should 
your most zealous attention. Push 
the sale of their books and make them so suc- 
cessful that all other publishers will follow 
their example; then when another year rolls 
round your employers will have a_ balance, 
in their retail book departments, on the right 
side of the ledger, perhaps for the first time

CAN BOOKSELLERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


THE AMERICAN BOOKSELLERS’ ASSOCIATION 
on the roth inst., pursuant to a resolution 
adopted at its annual meeting in July of this 
vear, issued the following reform resolution, : 
for final revision and correction. The resolu ; 
tion, according to the circular which accom 
panies it. “has been so framed as to meet the 
pledges made by the Organization Committee 
of the American Booksellers’ Association t H 
a member of the Organization Committee of 4 
the American Publishers’ Association. in an- 
swer to the thirteen questions submitted by be | 
him on June 25, 1900, and in accordance with 
which the publishers’ agreement of February 
13, I90I, was drawn. 

“While the terms of the resolution are rad- ‘ 
ical, thev are no more so than the terms of 
the publishers’ agreement. They go no far- ‘ 
ther than was promised by the Organization 
Committee of the American Booksellers’ As- 
sociation when it asked the leading publishers ‘ 
to form an association to co-operate with th: 5 
booksellers for the maintenance of retail $ 
prices. In fact, the substance of this reform : 
measure was agreed to, in answer to question & 
No. 11 in the printed application for member- j 
ship, by more than 700 dealers who had 
joined this Association prior to March rt. It j 
is now submitted as a reform resolution, in 
order that it may go into effect and becom # 
operative. 3 

“Since the American Publishers’ Associa- § 
tion adopted an extreme penalty for violation : 
of their agreement only three stores have re- 4 


fused to maintain net prices. It is hoped, 
and confidently believed, that by the adoption 2 
of extreme penalties for failure to co-operate 
with us in the maintenance of net prices, we 

shall be able to induce all publishers to unit 
with the Publishers’ Association, and to co- % 
operate with the Booksellers’ Association for 
the maintenance of the net-price system

“It should be observed that the adoption of 
this extreme penalty for failure to co-operate 
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with us is not enacted as a menace to those 
publishers who have thus far held aloof from 
ovr reform movement; on the contrary, it 
is enacted in redemption of our pledges to the 
leading publishers that we would give them 
sur undivided support; that we would de- 
cline to buy, to keep in stock, or to offer for 
sale the books of any publisher who refuses 
his co-operation in the maintenance of retail 
prices, provided they would agree to sell their 
publications only to such dealers as agree to 
maintain the list price of all new copyrighted 
books published after a given date. 

“It is true that fiction has not yet been in- 
cluded under the net-price system, except in 
a few instances, though we are confident that 
it soon will be. Now that the two organiza- 
tions are perfected and the new net-price sys- 
tem is in operation, it is not asking too much 
of the remaining publishers that they should 
join the Publishers’ Association and help to 
make the business of bookselling reasonably 
profitable, if they desire our patronage and 
support.” 


REFORM RESOLUTION No. 1. 

IVhereas, The American Publishers’ Association 
has adopted a net-price system and entered into an 
agreement for its maintenance, by which the members 
of said Association will cut off the supply of all of 
their books, net, copyrighted or otherwise, to any 
icaler who fails to maintain the net price of any or 
all hooks published under the net-price system: 

1. Now, therefore, be it resolved, That this, the 
American Booksellers’ Association, in convention as- 
sembled, accept the said net-price system, with the 
distinct understanding that it is the intention of the 
American Publishers’ Association to include fiction 
uneet the net-price system as rapidly as possible; 
an¢ 

2. Furthermore, be it resolved, That all members 
of the American Booksellers’ Association shall give 
to each of the members of the American Publishers’ 
Association, and to all publishers who co-operate with 
them in the maintenance of the net-price system, our 
most cordial support; and that to this end we agree 
not to buy, not to keep in stock, nor to offer for 
sale, after dve notification, the books of any pub- 
lisher who declines to support the net-price system, 
except the books now in stock and unsold. 

3. Furthermore, be it resolved, That we instruct 
our Secretary promptly to notify all members of this 
Association that this resolution is applicable and in 
tcree with reference to any publisher who shall have 
made it manifest that he is unwilling to co-operate 
with this Association, and with the members of the 
Vublishers’ Association, in the maintenance of the 
net-price system. 

_4. Furthermore, be it resolved, That this resolu- 
ticn, on being ratified by two-thirds of the members 
of this Association, voting by formal llot, shall 
immediately become a law to each and all of the 
members of this Association; and if it shall appear 
upon the presentment of any three members of this 
Association that a member has purchased, put in 
tock, or offered for sale, the books of a publisher 
who has been formally denounced, such member 
shall be —— from membership in this Associa- 
tion, and all members of this Association shall then 
and thereafter be restrained from supplying any 
b.oks to such expelled member at a discount from 
the usual retail price. 

_5. Furthermore, be it resolved, That all members 
of this Association shall be restrained from furnish- 
‘ng any books, at less than the net or retail price, 
to any dealer who shall have been denounced by the 
Publishers’ Association for cutting the price of net 
beoks, or for otherwise violating the net-price sys- 
tem, and who shall have been therefor cut off by 
the members of the Publishers’ Association from 
the supply of their books. 

6. Furthermore, be it resolved, That all members 
of this Association shall endeavor to keep in stock 
and push the sale of net books so long as they are 
reasonably in demand, provided such discount is 
allowed by the publishers to the dealers as will 
vield them a living profit; and they shall maintain 
the net prices of the same in accordance with the 
terms of the publishers’ agreement for the mainten- 
ance of the net-price system. 





REPRINT OF A FIRST EDITION OF 
WHITTIER. 


On September 4 John H, W. Cadby, a sec- 
ond-hand bookseller of New Haven, Conn., 
bought a lot of junk from a peddler, in which 
he discovered what he supposed to be a copy 
of the very scarce first edition of Whittier’s 
poem, “Moll Pitcher,’ published in 1832, at 
Newburyport, of which a copy was sold at 
auction at Anderson’s on April 2, 1901, for 
$230. Mr. Cadby sent his “find” to Dodd, 
Mead & Co., who found it to be a perfectly 
harmless reprint of the first edition. This re- 
print has figured in sensational “find” stories 
before. At least a dozen copies have emerged 
from old rubbish heaps, and probably more 
could be found in the ten-cent bookstands of 
second-hand booksellers if any one should 
think it worth his time to search for them. 


THE FIRST OXFORD BOOK. 


“AT the end of May, 1901,” according to 
The Periodical, published by Henry Frowde, 
(The Oxford University Press,) “the library 
of the late Sir Henry Hope Edwardes was 
sold by auction in London, when a copy of 
the first book printed at Oxford, the work 
ascribed to St. Jerome, but as 1 matter of fact 
by Tyrannius Rufinus of Aquileia (d. 610,) 
fetched £360. In 1862 the price asked was 
f110. Mr. Falconer Madan, in ‘The Early 
Oxford Press,’* says the battle which has been 
waged about the date of the establishment of 
the Oxford Press has made this book (which 
is dated 1468 presumably an error for 1478) 
‘a veritable typographical battle ground, and in 
Henry Bradshaw’s opinion a touchstone of in- 
tellectual acumen.’ Mr. Madan states that 
this treatise on the Apostles’ Creed ‘was un- 
doubtedly the first product of the Oxford 
Press. It bears the date of 17 December, 
1468, as the day on which the printing was 
finished. The colophon is clearly printed and 
bears no mark of haste, nor does it show the 
smallest trace of alteration in any of the cop- 
ies seen by the present writer. Saturday is a 
reasonable day on which to conclude a work. 

Unfortunately for the peace of the bib- 
liographer two spectres have haunted this 
book, one of which, “pulveris exigui jactu,” 
has been laid, but the other is not yet gone, 
although there is a prospect of ultimate evic- 
tion. In the same work are some details of 
the Jerome—paper and make-up, size of fold- 





ing, double; size by make-up, eighths: size 
by appearance, small 4to. Composition: sig- 


natures, a, b, etc.; no. of pp., 84; size of 
printed page 434 x 234; columns in a page, I; 
lines in a column, 25, etc. The press was of 
course a wooden hand-screw one, which was 
at first employed to print one page at a time. 
The character of the type was Cologne black, 
the body being English, nearly. P is seldom 
used in the Jerome, H being used for both 
H and P. The Q almost always has a cerif 
pointing to the left, (a peculiarity found in

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some ornamental Mss., from the convenience 
of extending the tail into the margin.) In 
the ‘lower case’ k and z are wanting; q is 
printed too high up, being in fact an inverted 
b, or, more accurately, an inverted broken h 
occasionally used for b. Mr. Madan’s Preface 
is dated December 4, 1894; and in the Ap- 
pendix twelve copies of the Jerome are men- 
tioned—one in the British Museum, one in the 
Bodleian (with fragments in addition,) one 
in Cambridge University Library, one in the 
John Rylands Library, three in Oxford Col- 
leges, etc., and the owners of the other five 
copies are set out thus: Huth Library, Earl 
of Pembroke, the late Sir H. Dryden, Paris 
National Library and an American, unnamed. 
The arguments as to the disputed date are 
fully set out by Mr. Madan on pp. 247-253.” 


OBITUARY. 
WILLIAM BRISBANE DICK. 


WILLIAM BrISBANE Dick, the senior mem- 
ber of the firm of Dick & Fitzgerald, died on 
September 5, at Pittsfield, Mass., at the Ma- 
plewood Hotel, where he had spent the sum- 
mer. Mr, Dick was born in Philadelphia, 
December 15, 1826. He came to New York 
in 1844 with his uncle, Wesley F. Burgess, 
who was head of the house of Burgess, 
Stringer & Co., publishers and booksellers, 
who had their store at 222 Broadway, under 
Barnum’s American Museum. When Mr. 
Stringer retired to form the firm of Stringer 
& Townsend, the old firm changed its name 
to Burgess & Garrett, which it remained un- 
til 1850, when Mr. Burgess sold out his in- 
terest to his partners and retired. When Mr. 
Burgess withdrew Mr. Dick formed a part- 
nership with Mr. Ransom Garrett and Law- 
rence R. Fitzgerald under the firm name of 
Garrett, Dick & Fitzgerald. In 1851 Mr. Gar- 
rett sold out to his partners and retired from 
the firm, which then adopted the name of 
Dick & Fitzgerald, and removed to 18 Ann 
Street, in the same building which it occupies 
to-day. Originally the firm published miscel- 
laneous books by American and foreign au- 
thors, the latter in excellent translations, in 
good editions, at from twenty-five to seventy- 
five cents a volume. Among its better-known 
original American books published by the 
firm we recall Neal’s “Charcoal Sketches,” 
with illustrations by Darley. They also pub- 
lished a reprint of the London Lancet, and 
kept in stock medical books published by them- 
selves and other houses, as well as foreign 
papers, periodicals, etc. After the dissolu- 
tion of the firm of Burgess, Stringer & Co. 
the firm began making a specialty of books of 
amusement for in and outdoors, speakers, re- 
citers, books of instruction, etc., many of 
which bear Mr. W. B. Dick’s name as author. 
In 1881, when Mr. Fitzgerald died, Mr, Dick 
assumed sole control of the business. On 
January 1, 1898, he retired from active work 
in the firm, which has been conducted since by 
his son, Harris Brisbane Dick. Mr. Dick was 
a member of the Lotos, Grolier and Church 
Clubs, of New York, and of Lafayette Post, 
G. A. R. His home in New York for years 


was at the Park Avenue Hotel. 





Ropert PACKER SHortTz, a civil engineer 
and author of “The Gift of Bonaparte’ and 
“The Girdle of the Gods,” died at Wilkes- 
barre, Pa., August 13. 


Miss Lypia L. A. Very, teacher and author, 
died September 10, at Salem, Mass., where 
she was born on November 2, 1823. She was 
a teacher in the Salem public and private 
schools for thirty-four years. Among her 
published books were “Sayings and Doings 
Among Insects and Flowers,” “Sylph, the 
Organ Grinder’s Daughter,” “A Strange Dis- 
closure,” and “An Old-Fashioned Garden.” 
Miss Very was also an artist. Her brother, 
the Rev. Jones Very, who died on May 8, 
1880, was a poet, and Washington Very, an-

Tue Rev. WititrAm Harrison De Poy, 
D. D., a well-known Methodist clergyman 
and author, died at Canaan, Conn., Septem- 
ber 4. Dr, De Puy was born in Penn Yan, 
N. Y., October 31, 1821. He was educated in 
Lima, N. Y., and entered the ministry of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church in 1845. He was 
pastor of the Grace Methodist Episcopal 
Church, in Buffalo, in 1855, and successively 
served the full pastoral term in each of the 
Methodist Episcopal churches then in that 
city. He was editor of The Buffalo Christian 
Advocate. In 1865 he was appointed assistant 
editor of The Christian Advocate. He filled 
that office about twenty-five years. He was 
one of the managers of the Methodist Sunday 
School Union for more than thirty years, and 
editor of “The Methodist’s Year Book” from 
1866 to 1899. When Dr. De Puy first came 
to New York he served as pastor of the Old 
John Street Methodist Episcopal Church for 
four years. He was the editor and author of 
numerous works, chief among them being the 
“People’s Cyclopedia” and the American re- 
vision of the Encyclopedia Britannica in 1891, 


Dr. Lewis Georce JANEs, of Cambridge. 
Mass., head of the Conference School of 
Comparative Religion, at Greenacre, Me., died 
September 5, at Cambridge. Dr. Janes was 
born in Providence, R, I., February 19, 1844. 
From 1886 to 1896 he was the president of 
the Brogklyn Ethical Association. In 1894-5 
he was instructor of history at the Adelphi 


| Academy, Brooklyn, and from 1893 to 1896 


he was lecturer on sociology and civics at the 
Brooklyn School of Political Science. He had 
been the president of the Free Religious As- 
sociation of America since 1899. Dr. Janes 
was also an author of some reputation. In 
1887 he published “A Study of Primitive 
Christianity.” This he followed in 1889 with 
“Evolution of Morals.” Among his other 
works were “Scope and Principles of the Evo- 
lution of Philosophy,” “Life as a Fine Art.” 
“The Problem of City Government,” “War 
and Progress.” “Cosmic Evolution as Related 
to Ethics.” “Social Ideals and Social Pro- 
gress.” He was a frequent contributor to re- 
views, writing principally on religious topics.
